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Fort dc France, Island of Martini- 
^ip. May 27.— The United States cruis- 
er Cincinnati arrived here from St. 
Lacla. The steamer Luckenbach ar- 
rived a few hoiirB later and left at once 
fipr Porto Rico. Ttie steamer Fonta- 
l^le reached here with 1760 tona of 
flupplles from the chamber of com- 
merce, of New York and other citizens. 
Among her paBsengers are W. H. Cor- 
mlM, who waa apecially named by 
President Rooaevelt as secretary of 
the various bodies in the United States 
contributing for the relief of the suf- 
ferers; Professor Angeio Hfilprin, and 
other aclentists. Messrs. Corwlne and 
Scott, brotfier of Chief Offlcer Scott of 
the Roraitna. wfre presented to Ciov- 
ernor L'Hueze and the Fren( h dele- 
gates. The steamer Topaze has been 
placed at the disposal of Mr Corwlne 
to visit St. incent. Her cargo will be 
discharged Monday. 

Captain Scott visited the survivors 
ot the steamship Roraima at. the hos- 
piuis. 

Professor Robert T. Hill, the emi- 
nent geolgit-t with his party, has char- 
tered a steamer and is carefully study- 
iiif the volcanic conditions from the 
sea. Oeorge Kenan is examining the 
northern part of the island. 

Mont Pelee was fairly quiet, al- 
though there was a big eruption of 
ashes, which covered th« extreme 
northern part ot tue island. The new 
crater is active. 

Mr. Corwlne has investigated the 
method employed In the distribution of 
supplies and has Informed Oovernor 
L'Huez that he considers it i \ nt. 

Most of the refugees who have came 
Into Fort de France have deserted the 
town for points further south, as Fort 
de France is believed to be doomed. 
All business is suspended, as the 
amount of supplies received has killed 
sales. 

Fort de France looks deserted. Near- 
\y 2,000 persons have gone to the 
islandB of Guadeloupe, Dominica and 
St. Lucia, and as many more are try- 
log to get away. The simple object of 
all minds is to escape from the Island.

A Scientist's Explanation. 

Costries. St. Lucia, May 27.— E. O. 
Hovey, assistant curator of the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History, who 
went to Martinique on the cruiser 
Dixie to examine the volcanic phenom 
eaa, says: "St Pierre can only be 
compared to Pompeii. The devastation 
and desolation are even wor?e. It is 
evident that a tornado of suffocating 
gas wrecked the buildings, asphyxiat- 
ed the people, fire then completing the 
ruin. This accords with the statement 
which has been made that aspnyxiar 
lion of the inhabitants preceded the 
burning of the city, the gas being sni- 
pburetted hydrogen, ignited by light- 
ning or the fires in the city. 1 he same 
tornado drove the ships in the roa<i to 
the bottom of the sea or burned them 
before they could escape. This comes 
(he nearest to being a sheet of flame 
than anything heretofore reported 
from from any volcano. Mud was 
framed in two ways— by the mUture in 
tke atmoaphere of dust and condensed 
•team, and by cloudbursts on the up- 
per dust-covered iilopes of the cone, 
washing vast quantities of fine, light 
duEi. No flow of lava has apparefitiy 
attended the eruption as yet, the pure- 
ly explosive eruptions thus were ap- 
Pfiently bringing no molten material 
to the surface. The great emission of 
SBlfocaUng gas and the typical cloud 
burst erroslon, with the resulting 
f^y^lip^ of mud. are among the new 
features which Polee has added to the 
scientific knowledge of volcanoes."

In the death of Dr. John Van Eaman, 
Professor of Diaeaaea of Women in the 
Kanaaa City Medical College, and PreeU 
dent of the Board of Directors of that 
institution, the medical profession loses 
a very diatlngaished and useful member. 
Dr. Van Kaman was born a few miles 
from here.over in Brown County, in 1840. 
Entering the volunteer service as a 
private soldier in 18(il he roae to be a 
Captain of cavalry. He graduated from 
the Ohio Medical College in 1S68 and 
afterwards finiabed bis medical education 
in the great hoapitala of London, Paris, 
Berlin and Vienna. For many years he 
has been one of the most dietinguiabed 
gynecologists In the West. He was a 
man of i^reat force of character and a 
meat profound and paina-taking atudent. 
Next to the late dlstlofiiiMied ovari- 
otomist, Dr. .\^lex. Danlap, of Springfield, 
Ohio, be was the most eminent medical 
man Brown County ever produced. 

The cause of his death was acute blood- 
poisoning— sometiiing which he con- 
tracted from one of his patients in the 
Kansas City Hospital. He was ill only 
a few days. 

(iuite a number of his relatives live 
near Aberdeen. He was a class-mate of 
Dr. Ellis of this city. 

Dr. Van P'aman had a brother a prom- 
inent and well known physician living 
at Lawrence, Kansas, who died about a 
year ago. He, too, wa.s an alumnus of 
the Ohio Medical College iti Cincinnati.
